The no minating co mmittee was to 
name the ex ecutiv e co mmittee, which 
will be the co mmittee fo r the ensuin°f 
y ear if the members o f the asso cia­ 
tio n at the meeting co nfirmed the ap­ 
po intments. 


The ex ecutiv e 
co mmittee 
elected 
this afterno o n will meet at an early 
date and perfect its o wn o rganiza­ 
tio n, such as the electio n o f presi­ 
dent, o ther o fficials and 
co mmittee 
heads. 


The chief business o f the meeting j 
this afterno o n, aside fro m the re­ 
newing o f the o rganizatio n fo r an­ 
o ther y ear, was the discussio n o f the 
po licies o f the asso ciatio n fo r the 
y ear just entered. 


Members o f ev ery so ciety and club 
in Rushv ille with charity as o ne o f 
its purpo ses o f o rganizatio n were at 
the 
meeting 
this afterno o n. 
The 
wo men! s clubs, aid so cieties o f the 
churches and o ther charitable o rga­ 
nizatio ns were asked to 
hav e 
two 
representativ es present and practi­ 
cally ev ery o ne respo nded. 


The adv isability o f ho lding ano th­ 
er flo wer co ntest similar to the o ne 
held in 19 13 was discussed fro m all 
angles. 
Ano ther questio n that was 
bro ught up fo r co nsideratio n was 
the pro bability o f lining up witli the 
city administratio n 
in 
ho lding 
a 
clean-up day . 
This will mo st likely 
he carried o ut. 


Other po licies o f the 
asso ciatio n 
which were o nly immature last y ear 
were to be discussed with a v iew’ to 
taking them up mo re fully this y ear. 
Amo ng these was the adv isibility o f 
keeping up a public play gro und fo r 
children. 
This questio n was co nsid­ 
ered last y ear, but nev er acted o n. 
It w’as po pular, but the asso ciatio n 
had so many things fo r co nsidera­ 
tio n that so me co uld no t be wo rked 
o ut to the satisfactio n o f the o fficers. 


Ano ther po licy in the embrey o was 
the pro bability o f a recreatio n cen­ 
ter fo r bo y s and girls either do wn 
to wn o r at o ne o f the scho o l build­ 
ings. 
This is co nceiv ed as a means 
to bringing the children to gether in 
the summertime when they are no t 
o ccupied with scho o l wo rk 
fo r 
the 
purpo se o f 
keeping 
them 
o ff 
the 
streets at night. 


The secretary ’s repo rt, which was 
kept by Mrs. T. W. Betker, the o ffi­ 
cial, but which was 
made 
hv 
the 
president, C. M. Yo cum, sho wed what 
the asso ciatio n 
had 
acco mplished 
during the y ear. 
The repo rt recalled 
the asso ciatio n had Taken an activ e 
part in the wo rk o f allev iating the 
sufferings o f tho se who were v isited 
by the flo o d no t o nly in Rushv ille, 
but in Bro o kv ille and o ther places. 
The asso ciatio n, it was po inted o ut, 
w as also respo nsible fo r many im­ 
pro v ements at the 
city 
park. 
The 
park picnics were held, it was sho wn, 
and engendered a fine spirit 
amo ng 
the citizens o f Rushv ille.

The highest bidder was Frank Me­ 
gee, o ne o f the heirs, who paid $135 
an acre fo r the farm and $3,8 5 0 fo r 
the city pro perty . 
There were sev en 
surv iv ing children, three 
bo y s 
and 
fo ur girls. 
It is said that Frank and 
Oliv er Megee will div ide the farm. 
This 
co untry 
place, 
which 
is 
ino wn as the o ld Megee ho mestead, 
lo lds a unique place in Rush co unty 
histo ry . 
There is an o ld lo g ho use 
standing o n the 
place 
which 
was 
there in 18 29 when it was purchased 
by J ack Megee. grandfather o f the 
present generatio n . 
it was nev er learned 
when 
this 
ho use was built and it is generally 
believ ed to he the o ldest o ne stand­ 
ing in Rush co unty . 
It is still in­ 
habit ated by Edwin Megee, bro ther 
o f Frank and Oliv er.

Bo o sters who hav e been wo rking fo r the interest o f the 
Chamber o f Co mmerce which is being o rganized are highly elated 
with the success o f the pro ject the first three day s it was carried 
o n, hut at the same time there has arisen in the minds o f many 
perso ns a misunderstanding as to the purpo se and the intent o f 
the o rganizatio n. 
Chambers o f Co mmerce and Co mmercial clubs— the name 
matters little 
hav e acco mplished tilings fo r o ther to wns and 
cities because they were v ehicles fo r the unified actio n o f the 
citizens. 
Co nnersv ille has a co mmercial club which includes all 
classes o f Co nnersv ille citizens as well as Fay ette co unty farm­ 
ers. 
It has a ho me o f its o wn and it do es things. 
Recently My ro n R. Green, a Rushv ille y o ung man, wro te 
an article 
o ne o f a series in the Indianapo lis Star— co ncerning 
Co nnersv ille, in which he -aid that ev ery perso n in Co nnersv ille 
was a bo o ster. 
There is o nly o ne answer. 
They are bo o sters 
because they are to gether. 
When a man beco mes a member o f 
the Co nnersv ille Co mmercial club, he feels that he is an integral 
part o f the hunch, the so le purpo se o f which is to bo o st Co n­ 
nersv ille. 
My ro n R. Green also wro te a sto ry abo ut Rushv ille. 
He 
said that Rushv ille, like To psy , just grew'. 
And there’s the sto ry 
in a nut shell. 
But Rushv ille hasn’t kept astride with Co nners- 
v ille because Rushv ille citizens hav e nev er kept to gether lo ng 
eno ugh at any o ne time. 
Shelhv v ille has a Co mmercial club. 
Shelbv v ille just to o k 
a cigar manufacturer away fro m Rushv ille. 
Shelbv v ille o nly 
recently held a co rn sho w. 
Shelby v ille held a po ultry sho w. 
The 
Co mmercial club, o f co urse, did all this. 
There were Ru sh co unty 
po ultry and co rn raisers in the sho w. 
When Rushv ille wants to ho ld a co unty co rn o r po ultry 
sho w o r hav e a farmers’ institute, there is no thing to stand 
spo nso r fo r it. 
The result is they are no t held. 
Furthermo re, 
there is no place to ho ld such things. 
Co lumbus held a po ultry 
sho w in which the who le co unty jo ined the o ther day . 
Co unty 
seats all abo ut here hav e an o rganizatio n by which they get 
results. 
Recently three Indiana ex perts o n ho g cho lera and its 
treatment were adv ertised to speak to the farmers o f Rush co unty . 
There was no place to ho ld such a meeting ex cept in the co urt 
ho use assembly ro o m. 
To try to jam Rushv ille’s guests in such 
a place is a blo t o n the fair name o f Rushv ille. 
No mo re than 
half the farmers co uld get in the ro o m. 
The rest turned away 
disgusted. 
Is this the so rt o f treatment they deserv e fro m their 
co unty seat? 
Knightsto wn is go ing to lmld a tri-co unty institute fo r 
farmers nex t Friday and Saturday . 
There are two co mmercial 
bo dies in that to w'n, hut they hav e jo ined hands in o ne o rganiza­ 
tio n to make this and similar pro jects go . 
Purdue univ ersity and 
o ther Indiana ex perts o t no te o n all phases o f farm life will 
speak there. 
Plans are under way to ho ld a big barbecue fo r 
the guests Friday night. 
Rushv ille has nev er do ne any thing like this. 
We all speak 
the name o f Rushv ille pro udly « and with ex panded chest, to o . 
Furthermo re, Rushv ille will nev er do any thing like this until we 
are all o f o ne acco rd. 
It is no t fo r indiv iduals, but fo r the co m­ 
munity to wo rk o ut tho se things. 
Huntingto n has a liv e Co mmercial club. 
Only Thursday 
the club adv anced an idea to stimulate interest in Huntingto n 
fro m the surro unding v icinity . 
Slips will he distributed amo ng 
the merchants fo r filling o ut and farmers may enter the co ntest 
to see who takes the mo st butter, eggs and po ultry to Hunting­ 
to n each week. 
The prizes will he paid each week by the secre­ 
tary o f the club at the club’s headquarters. 
The ho rse sho w’ is gradually dy ing o ut in Rushv ill^ be­ 
cause o f the want o f any 
suppo rt fro m a united 
bo dy . 
The 
spasmo dic treatment, it will he fo und, is no t lastin g‘in this 
instance, as it has been fo und to be in o thers. 
A few* can no t 
stand the burden o f ex pense and wo rk fo r so mething that is fo r 
the benefit and entertainment o f the who le co mmunity . 
These are all pro blems to he met by the Chamber o f Co m­ 
merce o nce it is o rganized. Rushv ille citizens hav e the o ppo rtuni­ 
ty o f grasping new’ ideas inco rpo rated in the pro po sed o rganiza­ 
tio n which are used in the best and mo st successful Chambers o f 
Co mmerce in the United States. 
The dues were fix ed at a do llar a mo nth so that there 
wo uld he eno ugh funds to acco mplish results and so that a paid 
secretary co uld he o n the jo b and wo rking fo r Rushv ille twenty - 
fo ur ho urs a day . 
A secretary with ideas co uld ev o lv e many 
attractiv e metho ds and plan fo r adv ertising Rushv ille. 
It wo uld 
be the duty o f the secretary to co llect the dues mo nthly and in 
this way the members co uld keep in to uch with the Chamber as 
well as thro ugh the press. 
It is further adv ised that the first o rganizatio n no t be 
perfected until it is ascertained that ev ery membership is ac­ 
co unted fo r. 
If the member can no t be present, it is the plan that 
he sho uld place his pro x y in the hands o f a trusted friend, who 
he kno ws will v o te his wishes. 
In this way the will o f the ma­ 
jo rity will he registered. 
The bo ard o f directo rs wo uld he elected 
by members and 
they in turn wo uld 
emplo y a secretary who 
W’o uld he directly respo nsible to them. 
The co mprehensiv e pro spects and aims o f the Chamber o f 
( o mmerce hav e been dw-elt upo n in these co lumns befo re. 
The 
real prime purpo se o f the o rganizatio n wo uld he to pro mo te a 
better feeling and co mmunity spirit between the peo ple o f Rush- 
\ille and Rush co unty ; 
to be a general clearing ho use fo r pub- 
lit1 sentiment, and to cry stalize public sentiment o n all questio ns 
that appertain to the welfare o f the citizens o f the city and 
co unty . 
As fo r instance, in additio n to the many pro blems which 
are co nfro nting Rushv ille, so me o f which hav e already been men­ 
tio ned herein, the garbage dispo sal questio n co uld he co nfro nted 
squarely . 
This has been do dged in Rushv ille fo r a lo ng time. 
I his is a pro blem o f sanitatio n that needs attentio n. 
If there is a sentiment in the co mmunity that any public 
o fficiate are no t fo llo wing the wishes o f the peo ple, such an o r­ 
ganizatio n representing the interests o f all elements o f the city 
co uld take 
up such 
questio ns and 
handle them wisely and 
judicio usly . 
Pro blems o f transpo rtatio n, such as the betterment o f 
highway s and co mmo n carriers leading into Rushv ille, co uld he 
taken up. 
Any difficulty hinging o n the impro v ements o f streets, 
alley s o r sidewalks might be seen in its true light by the Chamber 
o f Co mmerce and settled to the satisfactio n o f ev ery o ne. 
The Chamber o f Co mmerce wo uld co -o perate in the fullest 
ex tent with the city , co unty and state health o fficers to impro v e

She receiv ed no reply and dis­ 
co v ered that he was dead. 


Mr. Gro v es had 
nev er 
suffered 
fro m heart disease and while quite 
aged had no t co mplained fo r so me 
time. 
His death co mes as a sho ck 
to the family and his many friends. 
He had been a resident o f this city 
to r the past fifteen y ears co ming 
here fro m near Fairv iew. 
He was 
ho rn near Fairv iew, No v ember 15 , 
18 32. 
Mr. Gro v es spent* his 
early 
life o n a farm near there. 
He serv ­ 
ed thro ugho ut the 
Civ il War, 
and 
made an ex cellent reco rd as a so l­ 
dier. 
He is surv iv ed by his wido w, 
there being no children. 
He was a 
member o f the Christian church. 
The funeral serv ices will be co n­ 
ducted at the late residence Mo nday 
mo rning at ten o ’clo ck by the Rev . 
C. M. Yo cum. 
Burial will take place 
in the Fairv iew cemetery .

Norfolk , Va., Jan. 31.—The sink ing 
of the 4,700-ton passenger steamship 
Monroe of the Old Dominion Steam 
ship company, which was rammed in 
the denae sea fog by the steam er Nan­ 
tu ck et of the M erchants’ and Miners’ 
Transportation 
company, 
off 
Hog 
island, is regarded as the most shock ­ 
ing tragedy in the history of the At­ 
lantic coastwise trade. 
The Monroe, 
rent from her stem clear back to her 
engine room, filled and sank within 
ten minu tes of the collision. 
The Monroe had left Norfolk for 
New York with a fu ll crew, a heavy 
passenger list and 
a c a r g o .valu ed at 
more than $500,000. 
The Nantu ck et 
was inbou nd from Boston with a few 
passengers and considerable cargo. 
In the dead of night, with the stars 
shining brilliantly overhead, bu t the 
two ships su rrou nded by a dense sea 
fog. they approached each other. Not 
u ntil they were within actu al hail of 
the voice did the officers of either 
craft discern the lights of the other.

Terre 
Haute, Ind., Jan. 31— On 


motion of Special Prosecutor Joseph 
Roach, Judge Fortune ordered thirty 
witnesses who are to he called by the 
state in the election fraud trials to be 
brought into court in order that the 
court put them under bond on their 
own recognizance to assure appear­ 
ance in court on the date set for the 
trials, Feb. 16. 


This motion was entered by Spec­ 
ial Prosecutor Roach on a charge 
that one of tlie most important "wit­ 
nesses of the state, Samuel F. Me- 
Guinn, had left the jurisdiction 
of 
the court and on information that 
other 
witnesses are 
proposing to 
leave the jurisdiction of the court in 
order to defeat the ends of justice. 


Roach in his petition alleges that it 
is his belief, based on reliable in­ 
formation that MoGuinn had been 
procured to leave the jurisdiction of 
the court by persons interested 
in 
defeating the ends of justice.

forty-eight workers will be at the 


telephones in their respective homes 
and will call every phone number in 
the directory to call the peoples’ a t­ 
tention to the special day. 
The au­ 
tomatic telephone service makes this 


possible, of course. 


Because of the vocational educa­ 
tional law which was passed by the 
last legislature, there 
will 
not 
he 
many women and men of the future 
who will do housework and farming 
in a haphazzard way. -The present 
trend of the public school work gives 
the pupils not exactness in the com­ 
mon school branches, but practical 
knowledge in the 
fields 
and 
the 
homes. 


Vocational training is being offer­ 
ed in the Rushville city schools and 
in many of the small town schools in 
the county, but now, under the new 
law*, development will come in these 
branches in the rural schools. 


The new’ vocational law provides 
that wherever possible, 
these 
sub­ 
jects must be taught 
and 
already 
they are being offered iu many Rush 
county schools. 
Still others will fol­ 
low7 next year until in a few years 
there will not be 
a school 
without 
these subjects w’ell worked out. 


The recent 
instructions 
of 
the 
state superintendent of 
public 
in­ 
struction 
called 
attention 
to 
the 
change in the 
teachers’ 
examina­ 
tions, the first one of which for the 
year 1914 wrere 
held 
today. 
The 
questions are entirely different for 
the reason that the vocational work 
is to he introduced gradually. 
After 
the first of next year teachers will 
be compelled to have licenses in the 
vocational subject they teach. 


The branching out of the voca­ 
tional training work in the Rushville 
schools and the necessity of more 
room for the same number of pupils 
has contributed much to 
make 
the 
present crowded conditions in 
the 
city schools. 
All of the buildings are up to ca­ 
pacity and the necessity 
of 
more 
room is imperative. 
This has given ! 
rise to the rumor that 
the 
school 
board contemplates building another 
building. 
Today it was 
said 
that 
such a thing had been considered, 
hut that plans were very indefinite 
and that nothing definite concerning 
the situation could he stated. 


The schools have been so crowded 
that the first grade pupils have been 
attending only a half day. 
The a t­ 
tendance at Washington school has 
increased so that an 
assistant 
w’ill 
have to be employed there for 
the 
present. 
It is also said that another grade 
teacher will be employed in the city 
schools to bridge 
over 
temporarily 
for this year. 
The school board will 
have to make plans for more roqm 
: next vear.
